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MASQUERADE 


~AUMANITY, in many ‘respects, resem- 

c= bles a pageantry of masks. We see the 
\ bas & masks of fear, the masks of disease, 

“S— and the masks of failure. Men and 
women seem to be content to wear these until 
the hour arrives when the command sounds 
forth: “Unmask!” The masks drop, and love- 
liness and beauty are revealed. Your part in 
humanity’s carnival ends when your unmask- 
ing takes place. 

To those who have thought of themselves 
as children of sin, disease, and want comes the 
great unmasking realization that they are sons 
of God. John even promised that they might 
become more than sons: “Now are we the sons 
of God: and it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be.” When men grasp the true signifi- 
cance of this statement, they can no longer 
think of themselves as sons of adversity, dis- 
ease, and poverty. 

We think of a masquerade as a false ex- 
terior that hides the true nature. In the same 
way, the darkened countenance but hides a 
beautiful face. The diseased body is but a cari- 
cature of the body beautiful, God’s holy temple. 
The belief in sin and disease is but a false view 
of God’s holy Truth, which decrees man’s di- 
vinity. 

Jesus came as the Great Revelator. He re- 
vealed man’s true nature to him. He showed 
man that he need not be a victim of 
worry, fear, injustice, or weakness. He re- 
vealed to man his divine sonship. The very 
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Truth taught by Jesus was a revelation. Just 
imagine how startling to a race bound by its | 
old ecclesiastical traditions, its doctrines of re- 
venge, its belief in the power of disease, must 
have been the message of Jesus, which pro- 
claimed the innate perfection of man! No other 
teacher, before or since that time, has appeared 
on the horizon of man’s experience with such 
a world-revolutionizing message. Many ques- 
tioned His authority and His message of Truth, 
others accepted Him and His word. 

One time we heard of two business men who 
quarreled and fought over seventy-five cents. 
A friendship of several years terminated. Each 
put on his mask of hate and made such an im- 
pression upon the other that the hate thought 
continued unchanged. One thing alone would 
ever have wiped out the memory of the hor- 
rible mask, and that would be love. Jesus as 
love again comes to us as the Great Revealer. 

Masks are not always personal. Even a 
business can wear a mask of depression and 
failure if Truth is not operating in it. Possibly 
you have gone into a store or a business office 
where such a mask was quite realistic. The 
atmosphere of failure in a business place never 
draws prosperity to it. When the conscious- 
ness of Truth—prosperity and success—is es- 
tablished in it, the atmosphere changes. The 
unmasking process changes its countenance. 

If some person appears to you to be the per- 
sonification of evil, pull aside the mask. Be- 
hold him as he is in the reality of Spirit. See 
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him as altogether good. In Truth the mask does 
not exist. Even the thing that such a person 
thinks himself to be, if ugly or evil, has no place 
in Truth. If his mask is one of hate and fear, 
then you must let your love reveal to both him 
and you the nature of his true estate, his real 
being. 

Very often a son of God goes about in dis- 
guise. He may think of himself as shabby and 
of no consequence. He still remains a son of 
God—a child of good fortune, a prince of the 
realm of heaven. Often we see ourselves as if 
masked. We think of ourselves as presenting 
no end of shortcomings and believe ourselves to 
be something far short of being a son of God. 
Sometimes we even think of the masked man as 
the true one, the sinful or diseased man as be- 
ing real. 

“Now are we the sons of God,” the sons of 
good, light, peace, love, life, perfection, and suc- 
cess. When we accept this teaching, we must 
be done forever with masks. Even though for 
a time we lose sight of our innate perfection, 
we cannot believe in the reality of the mask. 
When we know the fact of our innate divinity, 
we cannot wear the mask of unloveliness and 
accept it as something true about ourselves. 
The young man progressing to the fulfillment 
of his ideal must view himself as reaching the 
goal. He cannot tolerate the mask of defeat at 
any step of the way. 

Henceforth look upon yourself and those 
about you as you both exist in Truth. 
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HANDLES 


WiGAHAT A significant meaning lies in the 
¥4¥4 words of the old Roman philosopher, 
“4 Epictetus, who said: “Everything has 
= two handles—one by which it may be 
borne; another by which it cannot’! Were he 
today expressing his thought in terms of Chris- 
tian metaphysics, no doubt he would say: “We 
can do all things through love and understand- 

ing, nothing through worry and fear.” | 


Not long ago, a man in quite a disturbed 
state of mind said to us, “I have so many things 
to handle today, I do not know what to straight- 
en out first.” Of course, the obvious solution 
was, “Yourself.” Certainly no one should at- 
tempt to correct the state of his affairs until 
his own thought is corrected. 

In handling personal situations, you will 
find that it is most imperative that you have an 
inner quiet before you try to do anything. If 
you are excited and irritated about what an- 
other says or does, you must recover your poise 
before you can hope to rectify conditions. You 
cannot handle any personal situation through 
hate or malice. You cannot feel resentment to- 
ward another and hope to have that one co- 
operate with you. These negative attitudes of 
mind are the handles by which things cannot 
be borne. 

To handle a situation is to manage, control, 
or direct it. Certainly, to master a situation we 
must feel a certain sense of mastery. Our 
thought must be harmonious and orderly. There 
must be the conviction that understanding and | 
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unselfishness, wisdom and love, dominate us. 
We must rise above personal feelings and emo- 
tions, especially those of a negative nature like 
hate and fear. 

Although Epictetus gave everything two 
handles, at the same time he inferred that one 
was useless. In the same way, doubt and fear 
and worry are useless when we attempt to deal 
with or act upon a situation. In Spirit, there 
is but one handle, one way to handle situations. 
This way is the way of peace, understanding, 
love, and faith. 

When we say that we cannot handle a situa- 
tion, are we not confessing that we lack the con- 
sciousness of mastery that will handle it? Sure- 
ly we can handle any situation when we have 
the right mental attitude. The right attitude, 
then, becomes the right handle; there is but one 
right handle, and that is the correct attitude of 
mind. 

Approach all situations through prayer. 
Make the inner adjustment before trying to 
make an outer one. For instance, you could 
not make a change in your environment until 
you had effected the right mental change. You 
have to grasp the right handle. You must 
lay hold of the situation through right under- 
standing. 

Epictetus virtually says to you today: 
“There is a right way to handle your problem. 
It is futile to attempt to handle it until you 
know the way.” An understanding of Truth, 
the philosophy of Jesus, shows us how to do all 
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things. Love, not our personal self, becomes 
the agent that manages our affairs. Success, 
not failure, crowns our efforts when we act in 
love’s name. 

The feeling of mastery over ourselves must 
come before we can hope to be master of per- 
sonal relationships. We must subdue and sub- 
merge irritability, hate, fear, injustice, worry, 
and doubt before we try to handle the situations 
of the day. Remember, there is only one right 
way—the way of Truth, of faith and love. The 
wrong way is so apparent that we need say little 
about it. 

If some one comes to you asking you how 
some problem is to be handled, your answer 
must be, “Through Truth.” If this person hesi- 
tates between the two steps to take, you must 
guide him in the right way. If he is inclined 
to be personal in his dealings with others, di- 
rect him into the impersonal way. If he is in- 
clined to be selfish or unjust, reveal to him the 
way of selflessness and justice. 

There is great joy to be experienced when 
we find ourselves able to grasp situations by 
the right handle. We feel assured of success 
from the very start. We know that God is with 
us at all times. We find that in His way abide 
peace, love, faith, and success. 

The right handle by which all situations can 
be grasped is an understanding of Truth. We 
can lay hold of any situation and master it when 
we realize that Truth gives us a hold upon it 
that no earthly power can shake. 











THE ABIDING PRESENCE 


imp @ODAY, what are you conscious of as 
fa fam truly present in your life? Do you feel 

wYe~ some presence within and about you, 
“something that is always with you, 
something that gives you comfort in times of 
trial, something that lives and endures through 
all time? If so, then you are indeed living in 
the presence of God. If you can sense the pres- 
ence of light, peace, and love when outer condi- 
tions strive to make evil appear, then you have 
found the abiding presence of God. 

Those who find difficulty in life have not 
found the presence of God. They are, instead, 
more aware of what would seem to be His ab- 
sence. They believe that sin, evil, disease, and 
want are present. Of course, in Truth God 
could not be present and evil be there at the 
same time. We must think of evil as rapidly 
disappearing to make room in our consciousness 
for the presence of God. This takes place as 
we clear our thought and behold His presence. 
In absolute Truth, God is never absent. This 
becomes true to us individually only as we grasp 
its significance. If we do not, then God does 
not appear to be present. The greatest work 
that we have to do is so to clear our thought and 
vision of all belief in evil that we may behold 
the omnipresence of God. 

Evil in any of its many guises is but an illu- 
sion appearing to the person with clouded 
thought and vision. The whole work of Jesus 
and of Christianity is to cause man to cease re- 
garding evil as something, to strengthen him 
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spiritually so that evil will not lure him away 
from the good, to turn him to God and reality. 
Mystics and seers of all time have practiced the 
realization of the presence of God to such an ex- 
tent that evil was for them reduced to nothing- 
ness. 

The abiding realization of the presence of 
God is man’s only salvation from the woes of 
the flesh, the temptations of the world, the 
charm of evil. Jesus so completely lived in the 
presence of God that His associates could see it 
about Him as an aura of light. There is per- 
haps no similar illustration within our knowl- 
edge of how the consciousness of light objec- 
tifies so powerfully. Had Jesus entertained a 
belief in any presence other than the presence 
of God, this aura of light could not have mani- 
fested. 

Today, if you are feeling sad or unwell, you 
are not conscious of the abiding presence of 
God. If you are conscious of persons and things 
of the world as having power over you, your 
thought is divided. You are believing in evil 
as having presence and power, even though you 
aspire to know the high principles of Truth. 

When you are conscious of the presence of 
God—of peace and love, then there can be no 
unrest in your life. The abiding presence is 
sensed when you know with all your heart that 
God is truly present and is more real to you 
than anything else in all the world. Regardless 
of your environment, you can get the clear real- 
ization of God’s omnipresence if in conscious- 
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ness you perceive Truth and hold to it. 

David sang of God: “If I make my bed in 
hell, behold, thou art there.” If in conscious- 
ness we abide in hell, then hell becomes a reality 
to us and we live therein. All the time, how- 
ever, we have access to the presence of God. 
When we abide in His presence, hell is trans- 
formed into heaven. The first part of the line 
of David shows human experience as contrasted 
to the spiritual principle expressed in the second 
part. “If I ascend up into heaven, thou art 
there.” 

The spiritual world sustained by the pres- 
ence of God is everywhere present. The evil 
that man objectifies through his ignorance is 
like a mist that hides the spiritual world from 
his eyes. We are not to think of God as present 
in the evil but of the evil as having no presence 
or reality in Truth. Were God present in evil, 
we could not hope to escape it. Were God truly 
in evil, evil would be a reality. God would need 
to know evil in order to sustain it and to abide 
in it, even as we need to know the presence of 
God in order to live in it. 

Man’s only freedom from the claims of evil, 
sin, disease, and want lies in his consciousness 
that in reality he has no relation to these what- 
ever. In Spirit, he is at one with God and His 
manifold blessings. In Spirit, he is eternally 
unified with the abiding presence of God as 
light, peace, love, and life. 

Whoever you are and wherever you live, you 
can become conscious of God’s presence. 








WHAT MAKES HAPPINESS? 


qERY READILY do we answer this 

p question by saying, “Certainly not 
.’ There are those who possess 
- things in an almost unlimited measure 
and yet do not possess happiness. Possibly the 
most unhappy persons of all are those who want 
things. We should be inclined by considering 
these facts to think that happiness comes only 
when we realize our utter freedom from any 
dependence upon outer things, when we have 
the realization that we can truly be happy re- 
gardless of persons, things, or circumstances. 

In order to be happy we must find a certain 
inner sense of ecstasy, which comes from our 
realizing our oneness with Spirit. If we get the 
clear realization of this inner joy, we shall not 
be moved by the condition of outer things. Two 
factors, then, make our happiness: our realiza- 
tion of our independence of things, and our 
consciousness of the constant presence and the 
joy of God within us. 

Because the race has established the race 
thought that we must have things in order to be 
happy, our minds have to be reéducated, and we 
have to deny our freedom from the power of 
things and affirm our unchangeable joy. We 
take a big step in finding happiness when we 
realize our independence of persons and things. 
A second step lies in knowing that our inner 
sense of joy is constant and enduring. 

One factor that keeps many persons from 
being happy is the habit of bringing to mind 
unpleasant events of the past. The mistakes

of yesterday, the griefs of yesteryear, have no 
place in this glorious today. They are foolish, 
indeed, who let yesterday’s experiences keep 
them from enjoying today. They who live in 
unhappy memories of the past do not truly live 
in the blessings of today. 

If something seems to make you unhappy 
today, deny it the power to do so. Realize your 
freedom from the so-called power of things. 
Know that other persons cannot destroy your 
happiness. Realize that events of your daily 
life cannot take happiness from you. 

If you are inclined to be unhappy because of 
what another person says or does, you must 
deny in your own consciousness that this per- 
son has such power. What another says or 
does cannot harm you or affect your happiness 
when you realize the true situation. When you 
cease to be irritated by others, you are ready 
to be happy. 

Only when you have broken the false hold 
that outer things may have over you can outer 
things contribute to your joy. When you have 
found inner joy, every outer thing in the world 
will make a contribution to it. You will find 
joy everywhere, and yourself in the midst of 
it. Remember, however, that the inner sense of 
joy must come first. 

What makes happiness? Your realization 
that you know God in the midst of you and that 
you feel His supremacy over the world. Your 
consciousness that joy is eternally yours, never- 
more to be lost, never to be taken from you. 
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I abide in the realization that God's 
many blessings are continually being 
showered ufon me. 









oa aaa N ORDER for us to enjoy the blessings 
= & of God, we must realize that they are 
ours. We must enter that high con- 
sciousness in which we know Truth 
and perceive ourselves as children of God, hav- 
ing His blessings of peace, health, and plenty 
showered upon us. Our thought must be puri- 
fied of all belief that God’s blessings are ever 
withheld from us. We must realize that our 
mind and our heart must be opened in order to 
receive them. 

Those who do not enjoy the manifest bless- 
ings of God have not entered into that conscious- 
ness in which they know and behold God as 
their Father, giver of every good thing. They 
have failed to take God at His word. They have 
neglected to lay hold of that which is rightfully 
theirs. 

Today we are to see how many blessings we 
have that have escaped our notice. Those which 
are least apparent may be found to be the most 
important. Today find your hidden blessings. 
Possibly right now you have the very blessing 
that you most earnestly seek.

mae AITH in the power of evil is overcome 
e4 through belief in God. Faith in sin, 
disease, and failure must give way to 
faith in Truth expressed as good, as 
health, prosperity, and success. To the extent 
that we doubt the omnipotence of good, we lack 
faith in God. 

Cease to think of sin and evil, and you will 
cease to have faith in them. Give up the habit 
of looking for evil and have faith in the preva- 
lence of good, the omnipresence of God. Your 
faith will increase in proportion to your ability 
to think of God in place of evil, to see good 
where once you failed to find it. 


When you say that you believe in God, you 
must back up your statement with absolute 
faith. You need to wipe out of mind all belief 
in anything unlike God, anything like sin or 
evil. Realize that He is a “jealous” God in the 
sense that all your faith must be centered in 
Him. You can easily see that, if your faith is 
weak or divided, you cannot receive the full 
measure of that reward which comes from per- 
fect faith. 





He wavered not through unbelief, but waxed 
strong through faith Rom. 4:20. 
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I realize that God alone exists in 
Truth and in reality. Only the good has 
place in my hife. 





Cate EE HUMAN heart naturally turns to 

ye God as the sum of all good. The word 
aa wes “God” has come to represent to us ev- 
ees orything indicative of good. Students 
of practical Christianity find that their turning 
in thought to God helps them to get away from 
the belief in evil, the belief in absence of God. 
When they know that in reality there is naught 
but God, this realization manifests in their 
outer life. 


The study of Truth gives us a vision of the 
omnipotence and omnipresence of good. We see 
that according to the eternal verities of heaven 
God alone has presence and power. We see 
that what men have called evil is but a name 
given to that wherein they fail to see God. To 
human sense, evil but usurps good’s dominion. 


One of the difficulties of all time has been 
the explanation of evil. Evil simply appears 
when thought is misdirected. When man 
thinks of something other than good, his 
thought produces something unlike good. When 
he thinks of something as opposed to Truth and 
love, his ignorance, hate, or fear manifests ac- 
cording to his thought. 


Hold fast that which is good.—I Thess. 5:21. 
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Relying upon God in all things, I am 
free from all anxiety and worry. 


asa GAIN our freedom from anxiety when 

7% we place all our affairs in God’s hands 
without questioning His ability to han- 
dle all things wisely and well. We rise 
above the worry thought when we no longer 
believe that any power can conspire against 
the power of God. Worry leaves us when trust 
appears. 

Worry becomes a habit, and each time we 
allow our mind to be given to the worry thought 
we find ourselves more given to the practice. 
We easily slip into the habit if we are not on 
our guard and if we do not keep correcting 
our thought until worry is overcome. The best 
way to defeat the worry thought is to increase 
our faith in God. 

If you are inclined to worry about other per- 
sons and things, learn to think often of God. 
Think of His power and His goodness. Know 
that nothing in all the world can prove too much 
for Him. Realize that in reality there is noth- 
ing about which to worry since in reality there 
is only God. 

You will not worry when you learn to trust 
God. You cannot be anxious when you realize 
that God is at work in your affairs.

We 
turn from the belief in disease, weakness, and 
death when we realize that Christ as life is ever 
present within us. 

If you would have more life, think more 
about Christ in you as the source of your life. 
Think of Him as being in the midst of you at 
all times, quickening you to the realization of 
bountiful life. You cannot lack life when you 
realize this. 

Wipe out of mind every thought that would 
tend to limit the expression of life in you. Wipe 
out the belief that the claim of disease or death 
can cause the life of God in you to be limited or 
snuffed out. 

As your thought is quickened to the realiza- 
tion of Truth as it relates to life, your physical 
body will manifest life. You will come to know 
yourself as living in Christ, and Him as living 
in you. 


Christ Jesus, who abolished death, and brought 
life and immortality to light—ZJI Tim. 1:10. 
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I no longer think of my body as weak 
or diseased. In Truth, my body is the 
temple of God. 


E GAIN a higher concept of the body 
5 as we meditate upon the teachings of 
Jesus and the writings of Paul. For- 
merly we thought of the physical body 
as something unholy, the product and habita- 
tion of sin. Religious persons of past ages 
thought of the body as evil, and scourged it by 
mental and physical means. 

In our day, we find mystics interested in re- 
deeming the body from the belief in sin and dis- 
ease. They seek to present it to Christ as holy 
and undefiled. They think of it as a temple— 
the temple of God’s presence of life and health. 

Redemption of the body calls first for its re- 
demption from the offending thought about it. 
If we would redeem the body from unholiness, 
impurity, evil, and disease, we must cease to 
hold thoughts about it that would cause these 
adverse conditions to appear. 

Think of your body as God’s temple and it 
will take on a new meaning for you. Think of 
it as the habitation of life, love, strength, and 
health and you will see that in reality it cannot 
be other than God’s temple. 

Begin today to clear your thought of every 
belief that would impair your health. 


He spake of the temple of his body.—John 2:21. 
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I do not think of myself as under ad- 
verse Jaws. God, the principle of good, 
rules my hfe supremely. 






Pye OD, the law of good, is the only law that 

men can operate in our life when we are 
Nor established in the consciousness of 
Truth. If we are not, then we begin to 
think of adversity as establishing a negative 
system of cause and effect, working like law. 
In the light of Truth, we see that there is but 
one law in Spirit, the principle of good. 

If you are inclined to think of evil as operat- 
ing in your life, change your thought. Recog- 
nize only the law of good. Place all your af- 
fairs under the principle of good. Know that 
nothing but good and its law can operate in you, 
your mind, or your affairs. 

The principle of God is the principle of 
Truth, love, and life. Evil has no principle. In 
Truth, it has no law. In Truth, disease has no 
law back of it. If it had, then its law could not 
be set at naught through the operation of a 
higher law, the law of God. When we realize 
the fact of the supremacy of God, at the same 
time we know that in Spirit there is only one 
principle. 

You can help to remove adversity from your 
life just by realizing that it has no law back of 
it, and by affirming that God is the only law.

We are not con- 
cerned with the outcome of any situation when 
trust has been developed to the proper degree. 

If you have the habit of being impatient, 
face every situation clearly. Do you trust God? 
Do you feel that you can trust Him in all cir- 
cumstances? Can you calmly wait for His work 
to be done even in the face of adversity? When 
you can do so, you have a sense of patient trust.

ENSION comes from personal con- 
# sciousness. The individual who be- 
comes tense shows that he allows per- 
sons and things to disturb him. He 
shows that he thinks more of the power of ex- 
ternal things than he does of the power of 
Christ within him. He believes that, somehow, 
events and circumstances will bring about 
chaos in his life before the power of God can 
intervene. 

The first relief from tension comes through 
correcting one’s thought. The thought that is 
producing tenseness must give way to one of 
trust and peace. The mental strain must be 
relieved before one can hope for physical re- 
laxation. For this reason, there is usually dif- 
ficulty in trying to get a satisfactory relaxation 
in the body before mental relaxation takes 
place. The prayerful attitude, especially before 
going to sleep, helps a great deal toward free- 
ing mind and body from stress and strain. 

Christian psychology is one of the greatest 
forces upon which we can rely to give us peace 
of mind and relaxation of body. Practical 
Christianity teaches us to place our faith in 
God, not in persons and things.

In metaphysics we speak of unrealities in 
the sense of their having no spiritual, per- 
manent, or real value.
